uants to publiſh ſeueral formes, 
all agreeing in the ſubſtance : 
and F obſerue theſe good vices 
to ariſe from thence : Firſt,that 
ehe Doctrine of the Goſpell is 
by the mutuall conſent of many 
faithful} Miniſters the more 
confirmed, as is the Hiſtory of 
Chriſt penned by foure ſcuerall 
witneſfes, all agreeing in ſub- 
ſtance; though varying in order, 
in phraſe, and in breuity or pro- 
lixity. Secondly, that many 
more are inſtructed in the Prin- 
ciples of religion then other- 
vviſe would be: for ſome deſire 
one mans booke, that would 
not anothers: yea more bookes 
are vented becauſe they come 
from ſeucrall authors, then 
wouldibee if they came from 
one. In hope that theſe briefe 
rudiments will turne. to the 
- prejudice of none, but to the 
zJification of ſome, I commend 
them to the Church of GoJ , & 


my ſelfe to the prayers thereof.
